A bad freight wreck occurred just 
beyond the tower, on the Pennsyl­ 


vania lines, west of the city, W ednes­ 
day morning between 2 and 3 o’clock 
15 cars being piled up. 
Fortunately 


no one was hurt 
The train was an east-bound one 
a broken flange on a wheel being re­ 


sponsible for the accident. 
All the 
tracks were blocked for a tim e, the 
cars being hurled and jumbled Into 
one conglom erate mass. 
The road at 
this point em braces 
three tracks, the wrecked train run 
ning upon the one farthest to the 
south. 
For perhaps- 
18 or 20 rods 
this track was torn up, rails tw isted 
and broken, and the ties, m any of 
them , ground Into fragm ents. 
The cars of the 
wrecked

were all loaded with heavy m aterial 
som e with, coils of large cable wire 
m achinery 
girders, 
balas! cinders 
from furnaces, etc. 
W hile the oars 
w ere broken and splintered to no 
small degree, the dam age to the con 
tents canuot be so very large.

greatest loss comes to track and roll­ 
ing stock.
